A.K.A. ASHLEAF MAPLE, MANITOBA MAPLE, 
CALIFORNIA BOX ELDER 

Acernegundo 

Sugar content 1.5-2% 

Mature height 40-60 feet (12-18 m) 




The only species of maple with a compound leaf, the box elder is the most wide- 
spread and tolerant of environmental conditions. It also has the softest wood and, 
with weedy-looking shoots sprouting from multiple trunks, has the least aesthetic 
appearance in the family. Of little, if any, commercial use, its sap is nonetheless 
sweet enough for processing by the backyard syrup maker.
